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A NOTE TO TEACHERS 


Reader IV follows the same plan as the earlier Readers in this 
series. Pupils who have been thoroughly drilled in the structures or 
sentence patterns for the Middle School will find little difficulty in 
following these lessons, for they are based on the structures of the 
first three forms, with the new structures for Form IV introduced 
gradually and in the order given in the syllabus. As in the earlier 
Readers, there is a passage introducing several consecutive structures 
followed by a number of exercises giving practice in these structures, 
Most of the exercises after each lesson are based on these new 
structures, but it is not suggested that the teacher should confine 
himself to these. He will readily supply others of the usual type, 
changes of tense, person and structure. It is only lack of space that 
has caused these to be omitted from the book. For the same reason 
there are questions on subject matter at the end of only a few 
lessons. These are given chiefly to suggest ways of testing compre- 
hension other than by the usual kind of question. 

It is presumed that teachers will follow the directions in the sylla- 
bus and teach new structures and words orally before the lesson 
is read. This is essential if these are to be mastered. Suggestions 
for teaching these will be found in the Teacher’s Notes for 
this Reader. 

Pupils in the High School classes should be introduced to different 
kinds of writing—narrative, descriptive, informative, and so on. 
This is provided for by the different lessons in this Reader. The 
pupils’ knowledge of the background of English literature is extended 
by the introduction of two Greek stories, the story of a ballad, a scene 
from David Copperfield, and descriptions of English Christmas cus- 
toms and of the inns and coaches so often mentioned by the writers 
of the nineteenth century. 

Teachers will notice that quite half of the spate in this Reader is 
taken up by exercises. This is as it should he, for according to the 
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syllabus the primary purpose of the General Reader is language study. 
‘The pupils should get their main practice in rapid reading and com- 


prehension from the Supplementary Readers planned to go with this 
Reader.

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ABU HASSAN (PARTI) 


Many years ago there lived in Baghdad a very rich 
old merchant and his wife with their only child, a boy. 
This boy, Abu Hassan by name, was good-looking and 
intelligent and had a great sense of fun. His father 
brought him up with great care but was rather strict 
with him. He did not allow him many of the pleasures 
which other young men enjoyed. 

‘If I had my way,’ Abu Hassan sometimes thought, 
‘I would have parties for my friends every day.’ 

So, when his father died and left him all his wealth, 
Abu Hassan determined to enjoy himself. Hə very 
wisely bought houses and lands with one half of his 
fortune, but he set aside the other half to spend on 
pleasures and amusements. 

As he had a great sense of fun Abu Hassan was a 
very amusing companion. He soon gathered around 
him a crowd of gay, careless young men who helped 
him to spend his money very quickly. They met to- 
gether every day to enjoy the splendid feasts and enter- 
tainments which Abu Hassan provided. By the end 
of a year he had spent all the money he had set aside 
for pleasure, and he was not able to give any more 
parties. As he had done so much for his friends he 
thought that they would then entertain him, but he soon 
discovered his mistake. When he had no money and

was not able to provide feasts and entertain them they 
all left him. This made Abu Hassan very sad. 

‘If I still gave parties,’ thought Abu Hassan, ‘they 
would still be my friends. They did not care for me. 
They cared only for the entertainments which I pro- 
vided.’ 

So he determined to have nothing more to do with 
the young men of Baghdad, and, instead, lived quietly 
and carefully on the other half of his fortune. But as 
he was fond of pleasant company he invited a stranger 
every day to have supper with him and spend the night 
in his house. He never asked the same stranger to come 
a second time as he was determined not to make a 
friend of anybody. 

One evening he went to the gate of the city to look 
for a stranger. There he saw a very respectable-looking 
merchant who had with him a strong black slave. Abu 
Hassan invited this merchant to have supper with him 
and to spend the night in his house. This merchant was 
really the king of that country in disguise. He often 
went about the city in disguise to find out if his people 
were happy. The king liked the look of Abu Hassan 
and accepted his invitation. After supper Abu Hassan 
entertained his guest with many amusing stories. The 
disguised king had such a pleasant evening that he 
wished to do something for his host in return. 

‘I do not want anything for myself,’ said Abu Hassan. 
‘I am quite content with my present life. There is only 
one thing that troubles me.’ 
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‘What is that? asked the stranger. 

‘There are five old men living near here,’ said Abu 
Hassan, ‘who cause a great deal of trouble. They treat 
the poor badly and interfere in their neighbours’ affairs. 
They cause many quarrels and do a lot of mischief. 
If I were king for just one day I would punish these 
old men and stop their interference in other people’s 
affairs.’ 

These words of Abu Hassan’s gave the king an idea. 
While the young man was not looking the king dropped 
some powder into his wine. As soon as he drank it 
up he fell into a deep sleep. The king then told his 
slave to carry the sleeping young man to his palace. 

When they reached the palace the king sent for all 
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his officers and servants. ‘Put this young man in my 
bed,’ he said, ‘and when he wakes in the morning treat 
him as if he were the king. Obey all his commands 
and pay him the same respect as you pay to me.’ 

The king’s attendants saw that the king wished to 
play a joke on this young man and promised to do all 
that he said.

Next Abu Hassan called the Chief Minister before 
him. ‘Send a bag with a thousand pieces of gold to 
Abu Hassan’s mother,’ he ordered, ‘and say: “The 
king sends this present to you”. The Chief Minister, 
like the Head of the Police, obeyed Abu Hassan just 
as if he had been the real king, 

When he had finished all the state business Abu 
Hassan left the council chamber and spent the rest 
of the day in feasting and amusements, as this was the 
king’s usual custom. Abu Hassan did so many funny 
things and made so many jokes that all the people 
enjoyed themselves very much. The real king, who 
observed everything from behind a curtain, was very 
much amused. When evening came he quietly told one 
of the attendants to put some of the powder in Abu 
Hassan’s wine. When he was asleep the slaves took the 
royal robes off him and put on his own clothes again. 
The black slave then carried him back to his own house, 

When he woke up the next morning Abu Hassan 
called for one of the slaves who had waited on him the 
day before.

‘Whom do you want, my son? she asked.

When his mother refused to believe that he was the 
king he got into a temper and began to beat her. Her 
neighbours heard her cries and came to see what was

ZOOS 


Modern zoos are a great improvement on the zoos 
of former days. In these modern zoos the animals are 
given as much space as possible in which to move 
about. In the old-fashioned type of zoo the animals 
were kept in cages in large houses. They did not get 
enough exercise to keep healthy and animals some- 
times died very soon in captivity, _ 
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_In the modern zoo, however, an attempt is made te 
provide the animals with natural surroundings. They 
are kept out of doors instead of in houses and have 
much more space than before. A large piece of ground 
is chosen and is surrounded by an iron railing. Inside 
this iron railing a deep ditch is dug. This ditch is too 
wide for the animal to jump across, so it cannot 
ever get to the railing. The piece of ground is made 
as much like the animal’s natural surroundings as 
possible. If the animal in freedom lives among rocks, 
then rocks are placed in its home in the zoo. If the 
animal likes water to play in, then a large pool of water 
is provided. A cave or some other shelter is built to 
protect it from the heat, cold or wet. This is necessary 
as in every zoo animals are found whose natural climate 
is very different from that of the zoo. In the zoos of 
cold countries are animals from countries with a hot 
climate, and in the zoos of hot countries are animals 
from countries with a cold climate. 

Different animals that live happily together in free- 
dom are sometimes put together into these large open 
places. But when a mother animal gives birth to her 
young she is usually removed to another place, where 
she and her babies are specially cared for. These baby 
animals are very popular with visitors, especially 
children. A few years ago a baby polar bear was born 
in the London zoo. This was the first polar bear to 
be born in captivity, so it became very popular indeed. 
Crowds went to the zoo to see it. Many pictures were 
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taken of it, and a special book was written about it. 
Its name was Brumas. Perhaps you have heard about 
it. 

Animals that are tamed in their own countries are 
tame also in the zoo. The best known of these are 
the elephant and the camel. These are often used to 
give rides to children and grown-ups. In the picture 
some children are being given a ride on a camel. At 
the back of the picture they are being helped to get 
off an elephant. 
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One of the most popular events in the day’s programme 
is the feeding of the animals. As this is so popular 
arrangements are often made to feed the various kinds 
of animals at different times so that visitors are able 
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to see as many different animals feeding as possible. 
There are large notices giving the times when the 
different animals will be fed: “THe Lions AND TIGERS 
WILL BE FED AT 4.0 P.M., “THE ELEPHANTS WILL BE 
FED aT 4.30 P.M.’, and so on. At these times large 
crowds of people are seen going towards the place 
where these animals will be fed. 

- The animals very quickly learn to know the keeper 
who brings them their food. These keepers go into the 
animals’ cages without any fear‘and are rarely attacked. 
Some time ago a lion in one of our Zoos attacked its 
keeper while it was being fed, but this is very rare, 
especially since the improvements in the zoos.

MR SELF-HELP AND MR HAVE-IT-DONE 


Mr Self-help and Mr Have-it-done were neighbours. 
Neither of them was rich, but Mr Self-help always 
appeared to be much better off than Mr Have-it-done. 
As a matter of fact they both had exactly the same 
income, and the same number of children to support 
and educate. Yet Mr Self-help’s house was always 
freshly painted, while the paint on Mr Have-it-done’s 
house was faded and worn off in places. The walls of 
his house were stained and dirty while Mr Self-help’s 
were fresh and clean. Mr Self-help’s wife and children 
had more new clothes than Mr Have-it-done’s, and 
Mr Self-help was never seen in a shirt that needed 
mending. Mr Have-it-done was not able to afford 
music lessons for his daughters or a bicycle for his son, 
but his neighbour’s little girls went for their music 
lessons twice a week and his eldest son went to school 
on his bicycle every day. 

Now, the secret of all this was that Mr Self-help 
did many things himself while Mr Have-it-done always 
had them done by other people. He had his house 
painted and colour-washed by a contractor. If he wanted 
a new shelf he had it put up by a carpenter. If a tap 
needed repairing he sent for a man and had it done. 
Even if a screw came out he had to have it put back 
by someone else. His wife was just the same. If she 
wanted a new blouse for herself or a new dress for the 
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youngest girl she never made it herself. She always had 
it made by a tailor. Of course, all this work had to be 
paid for. 

Mr Self-help, however, always whitewashed the 
inside of his house himself, and made his boys help 
him. He didn’t have the inside done by a contractor 
at all. He had even done the outside himself once or 


twice. The boys always helped their father with various 
jobs. If he were putting up a shelf he made them hold 
the wood while he sawed it to the right length. If the 
little girls wanted to help he let them hold the nails 
and screws for him when he was fixing the shelf onto 
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the wall. Sometimes he let them pass him the hammer. 
They were always very eager to help. ‘Please let me 
help you,’ they said. “Let me hold the nails, let me 
give you the screws, let me pass you the hammer, let 
me take the saw from you.’ 

Mr Self-help took great care of his house. If he 
saw a crack in the wall or found that a piece of the 
cement plaster had been knocked off he always repaired 
it at once. He mixed cement with a little sand and 
made one of the boys pour in the right amount of water 
and mix them well together. This was a very popular 
job. ‘Please let me mix the cement, father,’ the boys 
always said. When the cement plaster was mixed pro- 
perly he repaired the wall. Mrs Self-help was like her 
husband. She made the girls make their own blouses. 
She let them choose the cloth themselves, then she 
showed them how to cut it out and sew it. If they tore 
their clothes she made them mend them at once. ‘Never 
let your clothes remain unmended,’ she said. ‘Remember 
that a stitch in time saves nine.’ That is an English 
proverb. It means that if you do not mend a hole at 
once it will get bigger; then you will have to do many 
more stitches to mend it. 

The Self-help family saved a lot of money as they 
did so much for themselves.

The ancient Greeks believed that when a person 
died his soul went to a dull, shadowy, cheerless place — 
under the earth called Hades. This cheerless place 
was surrounded by the River Styx, the black river of 
death. ‘I'he souls of the dead were taken over this river 
in a boat by an old man named Charon. N 
person was allowed to cross that river to visit Hades, 
and no dead soul might return from there to the bright, 
cheerful world above. The Greeks, however, had a 
story about one man who visited Hades while 
still alive. His name was Orpheus,

Orpheus was a great musician. If the wild beasts 
heard him playing they immediately became gentle. 
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Fierce tigers and leopards would come and lie down at 
his feet as if they were pet cats and listen to his wonder- 
ful music. When he passed their way men and women 
would stop working to listen to him and children would 
ask if they might run out of their houses to see him. 
‘Please, may we go and see Orpheus? they would 
say, and their parents would let them go, for they 
knew that the sweet singer would see that they came 
home safely. 

Some people even said that the influence of his music 
was so great that trees would follow him and lifeless 
rocks would become alive, and, more wonderful still, 
that when wicked people heard him all evil thoughts 
would leave their minds. 

Now, Orpheus had a beautiful young wife named 
Eurydice, whom he loved very dearly. They lived 
together very happily until one sad day when she was 
bitten by a snake. Orpheus tried his best to save her, 
but towards evening her soul slipped away from her 
body and was carried by the old boatman Charon across 
the Styx to Hades. 

Orpheus’ sorrow was terrible to see. His beloved 
music gave him no comfort. At last he determined to 
go to Hades to ask that his wife might come back to 
him. He went to the River Styx. ‘Will you take me 
across the river in your boat ? he asked Charon. 

‘The living may not go to Hades,’ said Charon. ‘If 
you were dead I might take you, but I may not take the 
living.’ 
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Then Orpheus started to play, and his music was so 
beautiful that the heart of old Charon was softened, and 
last he carried Orpheus across the Styx in his boat. 
tut Orpheus was not yet in Hades. The entrance to 
Hades was guarded by a fierce dog with three heads, 
named Cerberus.

In olden days parents sent their sons away from home 
to the ashram of some respected guru or teacher to be 
educated. These ashrams were not like modern board- 
ing schools, for the boys did not come home for holi- 
days three times a year. They lived with their guru 
until their education was completed, and obeyed him 
just as though he had been their father. 

“You must do whatever your guru tells you without 
grumbling or complaining,’ a father would say to his 
son before he took him to the ashram. ‘You must obey 
him and serve him as you would serve me.’ 

A certain guru named Dhaumya had two pupils, 
Aruni and Upamanyu. One day one of the fields at 
a little distance from the ashram had been flooded.

So every morning, early, Upamanyu took the 
cattle out and brought them back in the evening, but 
his teacher never gave him any food to take with him. 
After a little time he asked the boy how he managed 
to keep fit and strong without a meal. ‘I beg for enough 
food for myself,’ replied Upamanyu. His teacher told 
him that he must give all that he got by begging to him. 
The boy did so, and then begged a second time for him- 
self. Dhaumya, however, told him that he must not do 
that, so he next milked one of the cows to provide him- 
self with a meal, but that also his teacher forbade. 
Upamanyu was then in great difficulties. He did not 
know how to satisfy his hunger, but he did not grumble 
or complain. Perhaps you think that Dhaumya need 
not have been so cruel. But he was not really cruel. 
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He wanted to test Upamanyu’s obedience. ‘He must 
have refused to eat without my permission before I can 
be sure of his obedience,’ he said. 

One day Upamanyu was looking for berries to satisfy 
his hunger, whén he fell into a well. He remained there 
until Dhaumya found him and pulled him out with great 
difficulty. The fall had made him blind. His teacher 
told him that he must pray to the heavenly healers 
to give him back his sight. This he did, and they sent 
him some medicine, but he refused to take it until his 
teacher gaye him permission. Dhaumya was at last satis- 
fied, and of course allowed him to drink the medicine,

Dear Raman, 

I was so glad to learn from your letter that you were 
going to the Sandosapuram camp. We had an ex- 
tremely good time there last year and I am sure you 
will enjoy yourselves as much as we did. 

Tents are provided on the site. We were able to get 
five or six boys in each tent. The number depends on 
the size of the boys and the amount of stuff each boy 
brings with him. If you allow only a small trunk for 
each boy there will be room for six.

They were able to 
manage all the cooking between them. Two of them 
took charge each day and some of the rest of us took 
turns in cutting up vegetables and washing the vessels 
afterwards. We were able also to learn some cooking. 
The cooks were able to take part in all the other acti- 
vities. The amount of time spent on cooking depends 
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on the kind of dishes you have. If you are satisfied with 
simple food it need not take a great deal of time. The 
market is not very near the site. Can any of you cycle ? 
Two of our boys who could cycle took their bicycles to 
camp, so we were able to have the shopping done with- 
out much waste of time. 

There are permanent latrines and bathrooms, so you 
will not have to put up temporary ones. Water is laid 
on and there are taps and a trough in each bathroom, 
so you will not need buckets, though one or: two are 
always useful. i 

There is a lovely swimming pool at the camp. One 
end is deep enough for diving and there is a good diving 
board. The other end is shallow enough for the most 
timid. Can any of your boys swim ? One of ours could 
swim extremely well and could do all kinds of fancy 
dives. He was able to teach several of us to dive and 
swim. If one or two more had known how to swim most 
of us could have learnt to swim there. One day we nearly 
had an accident. One of the boys who couldn’t swim 
fell in the deep end. If our champion swimmer had not 
been on the spot the boy would have been drowned, 

That reminds me of something. You did not mention 
first aid equipment and a few simple remedies. These 
are essential, for you never know what will happen. If 
one of your party is a doctor’s son he will be able to 
get a list of the essential things from his father, 

Be sure to take a camera with you. We had two boys 
who could take excellent photographs, T hey were able 
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to take a number of very good snapshots. We all bought 

them, and now each of us has an interesting record in 

pictures of the happy time we had at Sandosapuram.

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THE WRAGGLE TAGGLE GIPSIES 


I wonder if you have looked at the poems at the end 
of the book. If you have, you may have noticed one 
called The Wraggle Taggle Gipsies. This is a very old 
song that has been sung in England for four or five 
hundred years. It tells the story of a bride who ran away 
from her husband soon after her marriage and went 
and lived with the gipsies. The story may be true, for 
the men who made up these old songs often sang about 
real people, and there are several songs with the same 
story, although the details are different. 

Gipsies are now found in nearly all the countries of 
the world. The first gipsies, however, all lived in India. 
They are wandering tribes of people, and about six 
hundred and fifty years ago some of the tribes began 
to wander from India into other countries. You must 
have seen some of those that stayed here. The women 
often have rather bold faces. They wear full, brightly 
coloured skirts and many strings of gaily coloured beads. 
You may have seen them camping by the roadside or 
at a fair. Gipsies have many traditions and customs 
which they guard with great care. Some of these tradi- 
tions and customs are common to all of them but some 
vary from tribe to tribe. Many of the gipsies who left 
Indija still continue to speak their ancient language, 
called Romany, which is based on ancient Sanskrit 
or Prakrit. They do not tell their customs readily to 
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strangers, but if they become acquainted with them and 
learn to trust them they may tell them a few of these 
customs and let them see a few of their ceremonies, A 
man who found out a great deal about gipsies was George 
Borrow. He wrote a book about them called The Romany 
Rye. One day you may read it. 


Gipsies in England 


Many of the gipsies who wandered into Europe were 
clever musicians, and could sing many gay, attractive 
tunes as well as some sad, sweet ones. These gay, sweet 
songs and the carefree life of the gipsies may have 
attracted the young bride in the song, for it starts with 
the three gipsies who sang at the door of her house. 
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We do not know why she ran away. She may have 
found life rather dull in the big house, especially when 
her husband was away. Or he may have been much 
older than she was and no companion for a gay young 
girl who loved singing and dancing and wanted adven- 
ture. The song tells us that when she heard the gipsies 
singing she ran down the stairs to join them. She pulled 
off her beautiful silk dress and put on old clothes and 
went away with the gipsies. The gipsies were called 
‘wraggle taggle’ because they wore old, torn clothes. 
Her husband must have been very fond of her, for 
directly he came home late that night he wanted to see 
her. Imagine the shock when all the servants crowded 
round him and said, ‘She’s gone with the wraggle 
taggle gipsies.’ Although it was late he told his servants 
to saddle a fresh horse for him, his milk-white horse, 
for he was going at once to ride after her and bring her 
back. He rode for some distance and then at last found 
her with the gipsies in an open field. “Why have you 
left your house and land and money ? he asked her. 
“Why have you left me, your newly-married husband ? 
‘I do not care for house, or land or money,’ she ans- 
wered. ‘I do not care for my newly-married lord. I want 
to go with the gipsies.’ She certainly cannot have loved 
him or she would never have spoken so unkindly. But 
her husband was very patient with her and tried to ex- 
plain to her how different life would be with the gipsies. 
‘Last night,’ he said, ‘you slept on a soft bed, with a 
sheet to cover you, but if you stay with the gipsies you 
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will have to sleep on the cold, hard ground.’ But even 
then the foolish girl would not listen. 

‘I care nothing for a soft bed and a sheet,’ she said, 
‘for to-night I am going to sleep in the fields with the 
gipsies.’ 

And there the song ends, and we can imagine the poor 
husband going back alone to the grand house. The 
girl cannot have found the hard ground very comfort- 
able, and must sometimes have longed for the easy life 


that she had known, but the song tells us nothing about 
that.

The picture shows you what coaches looked like. 
There were seats for people both inside and outside. 
The outside seats were less expensive than the inside 
ones, for outside there was no protection against bad 
weather. In cold weather the people on the outside 
used to wrap themselves up in thick rugs so as to keep 
warm. The coaches were pulled by four horses which 
were changed after every eight or ten miles, when the 
coach came to an inn. The tired horses were taken out 
of the coach to rest and four fresh horses were harnessed 
to the coach to pull it the next eight or ten miles. 

While the horses were being changed the passengers 
used to go into the inn for some refreshments. In cold 
weather the outside passengers were always glad of a 
hot drink. At lunch-time the coach used to wait longer 
while the passengers had a meal. The fastest coaches 
could go only ten miles an hour; so, if passengers were 
going on a long journey, they had to spend the nights at 
inns along the road. These inns were the forerunners 
of our modern hotels. 

When the coach was ready to start again after a stop 
the guard used to blow a horn. He would also blow it 
to let people know that the coach was coming, just as 
our modern motor drivers blow the horns of their cars.

‘Perhaps I ought to,’ said David, ‘but I can’t remem- 
ber anyone of that name.’ 

‘He came in here,’ continued the waiter, ‘and ordered 
a glass of this ale. He ought not to have done so; I told 
him not to, but he would not listen to me. He drank it 
and fell down dead. It was too strong for him,’ 

David was very much shocked to hear of this and 
said, ‘Perhaps I had better have some water.’ 

‘Our people don’t like things to be left,’ the waiter 
said. “Would you rather I drank the ale for you? It 
won't hurt me. I’m used to it,’ 

David did not want to offend the innkeeper, but he 
dared not drink the ale, for he was afraid that he too 
might fall down dead. So he said that he would 
much rather that the waiter drank the ale. The waiter

drank it up very quickly and then looked at David's 
plate. 

‘What have you there ? he said “Not chops?’ 

‘Yes, they are,’ said David. 

‘Why, a chop’s the very thing to take off the bad 
effects of that ale,’ he said. ‘Don’t you think Id better 
have a chop ? So he took a chop in one hand and a 
potato in the other and ate them up. Then he took 
another chop and another potato, and then a third. 
David was a little surprised to see the waiter eating so 
much of his dinner, but he dared not say anything. ‘I 
would rather he ate my dinner,’ he thought, ‘than that 
he fell down dead.’ 

When he had eaten the third chop the waiter brought 
the pudding. He helped David to eat that also. In fact 
he ate most of it, but he enjoyed it so much that David 
did not mind. He was very surprised later to hear the 
innkeeper’s wife tell the guard of the coach that he had 
eaten all the dinner himself.

Dasara is celebrated with much more ceremony in 
some parts of India than in others. You will almost 
certainly have heard of the Dasara procession in Mysore,

Other places also have their celebrations. They are 
not all as colourful as those in Mysore, yet each is as 
interesting in its own way. Although it is more than 
fifteen years since I left Kanpur ‘in Uttar Pradesh I 
still remember very clearly the scene on the last day of 
Dasara when the last act of the Ram-Leela, the play 
about the story of Rama and Sita, was performed. 

Some acquaintances of ours owned a printing press 
overlooking the ground on which the play was acted. 
The building, like most others in the city, had a flat 
roof, The owner of the press had invited some of his 
friends to come there so that they might have a good 
view of the play. I remember that my companion was 
rather frightened of the shaky wooden staircase to the 
highest part of the roof and held the rail tightly lest 
she should fall. But it was worth the climb and the 
tisk of a fall for we had an extremely good view. 

A huge stage had been erected in the middle of the 
ground so that everyone in the audience might see the 
actors clearly. On three sides of the ground were huge 
bamboo and paper figures representing Ravana and his 
followers.
